If the co rd is the ty pe which 
is permanently attached to and sto red with the appliance (a 
sweeper, washer, etc.) wrap the co rd loosely o n the pro per 
suppo rts. If the co rd is sto red by itself, lo o p the co rd 
loosely 
o v er two ro unded suppo rts, placed a few inches apart. 


If an appliance fails to o perate# o ne o f the first things to check is 
the po wer supply . This is like checking the gaso line supply first 
when a car fails to start. An appliance wo n't wo rk witho ut cur­ 
rent. See that all co nnectio ns fro m the appliance to the wall o utlet 
are tight. Check the lights o n the same circuit. If they fail to wo rk, 
it may be that a fuse has burned o ut. If the fuse is all right and th* 
co nnectio ns are tight, then lo o k elsewhere fo r the so urce o f tro uble.

Find o ut fro m y o ur dealer o r fro m us the ty pe and size fuses 
used in y o ur ho me. Hav e an ex tra supply o n hand within 
easy reach o f the fuse bo x . KNOW HOW TO REPLACE 
BURNED OUT FUSES. Nev er use any makeshift substitute fo r 
fuses. If fuses blo w o ut frequently , hav e the serv ice checked. 
There is pro bably so me tro uble which sho uld be remedied. 


Do no t o v erlo ad any o ne o utlet with sev eral ex tensio n co rds o r ap­ 
pliances. Yo ur appliances are designed to o perate at a definite 
v o ltage. Ov erlo ading a circuit may lo wer the v o ltage and reduce 
the o perating efficiency o r damage the appliance. 


Be sure that y o ur appliance co rds are in go o d co nditio n. Do n't 
use co rds which are fray ed o r bro ken, o r with the plugs lo o se o r 
bro ken. Either hav e them repaired o r replaced.

Men With Dependents 
The enormous dem ands upon this nation 
s m a n ­ 
power are b ringing us face to face w ith the neces­ 
sity for re-exam ining the philosophy underlying Se­ 
lectiv e Serv ice. 
Up to now, it has b een possib le to pull num b ers 
out of a fishb owl, m atch them up with men, gra n t 
deferments according to b road and none too def­ 
initely stated principles, and get all the soldiers we 
need without seriously disrupting the home economy. 
But the Army, some tim e this year, will pass 
the highw ater m ark set in the first World W ar. Si­ 
multaneously w ar industries need millions m ore men 
to produce arm am ent, m unitions, and the other 
paraphernalia of fighting. 
There are. only ab out 25 million men in the 
country b etween the ages of 18 and 45. Unless the 
axis ia n b e b eaten sooner than seems possib le, we 
talk ab out pu tting 10 million men into uniform. 
We m ay hav e to take two out of ev ery fiv e 
American men in the prim e of life, in such a w ay

Rattlesnakes 
Among the eight serv ants of Hitler who were 
landed on American shores from sub marines there 
wore two holding American citizenship. 
One was 
b orn in the United States. 
The six others, presumab ly, were genuine Ger­ 


mans. 
A s we deal with them, the nazi-Am ericans are 
entitled to v ery special attentio n. 
They once were 
Americans, but turned fro m tha t conv iction and 
b ecame traitors. 
The six others, according to reports, nev er were 
Americans, so were not “traR ors.” 
They were sim ­ 
ply enemies, doing w hat H itler told them to do. 
As spies, sab oteurs or enem y agents, they were a 
rather dishonorab le part of H itler s arm y. They 
can b e dealt with v ery nicely b y firing squads, just 
as Americans deal with rattlesnakes. 
W e kill ra t­ 
tlesnakes perfunctorily, w ithout getting into a fev er 
of anger ab out the fact tha t a ra ttle r is w hat he 
is. 
It is w ha t we'd expect of a reptile with fangs 
and poison glands. 
The nazicans, or w hatev er you care to call 
A m ericans willing to sell this country to Hitler, 
can 't b e dealt with unemotionally. 
We suppose the 
departm en t of justice will examine the law on the 
sub ject, prefer charges b ased on law and hav e the 
A m ericanazis tried in a court with due formality. 
W e SU P PO S E TH A T will b e the course. There hav e 
b een so few of the creatures tha t precedents do 
not arise im m ediately in the lay mind. 
B ut the 
process can ’t b e carried out w ithout loathing. 
O ur first hope was tha t there could b e a pub lic 
execution in some place like Soldiers’ field. Chicago, 
for the b enefit of the two traitors, .and that ev ery 
one would b e inv ited. 
On sob er second thought we 
decided not to plead for it here in this column; not 
out of consideration for the rattlesnakes, b ut b e­ 
cause 
of the b rutalizing effect 
upon Americans. 
M ayb e they ought to b e turned ov er to the army, 
which 
is equipped to handle a 
certain num b er of 
nazis, 
and is getting more and b etter eq uipment 
daily. 
Ol’ Man Hitler a short time ago gav e ua some­ 
thing to think ab out. 
Because a certain Czecho­ 
slov akia v illage had harb ored two whom he chose 
to call traitors against Germany, he razed the v il­ 
lage, executed all men past 17 years of age, and 


~srs 
which those 10 millions would b ecome defenseless 
fodder for axis shells and b omb s. 
We w ant to take them, as well as w> can. so J 
as to do a m inim um of dam age to family ties and 
to create a minimum of hardship to actual de­ 
pendents. 
But we can’t get 10 million men of fight­ 
ing age w ithout dipping heav ily into the ranks of 
those who hav e legitim ate dependents. 
That, 
of 
course, is 
why 
Congress 
prov ided 
higher salaries and dependency gratuities for those 
called into serv ice. 
B ut this will not prov e sufficient unless Selec­ 
tiv e Serv ice adopts 
as rum or says it will 
some 
scheme sim ilar to that emb odied in the T aft resolu­ 
tion approv ed b y the senate. 
This urges that local draft hoards div ide Class 
III registran ts into four classifications. 
A fifth is 
implicit in the situation. 
First, some 1.200.000 men whose dependents are 
parents,’ b rothers and sisters. 
Second, ab out 2.760.000 m arried men who hav e 
no children. 
Third around 2.050.000 husb ands, under 30, with 
dependent children. 
Fourth, the 11.500,000 older m arried men with 
dependent children. 
And finally, the men from each of these classi­ 
fications who would b e deferred to the last b ecause 
they are engaged in genuine w ar production where 
they could not b e replaced w ithout injury to the 
industrial program . 
Properly, 
Congress has not forced 
Selectiv e 
Serv ice to follow detailed instructions. But these 
proposals seem so completely logical and hum ane 
tha t we b eliev e General H ershey’s organization m ust 
giv e them serious consideration.

Electrocuted for Murder 


Richmond, Vs., Ju ly * — CAP)— 
Odell Waller, N egro sharecropper, 
w as electrocuted at the Virginia 
S tate penitentiary 
today 
for the 
murder of Oscar Davis, hia white 
employer, on Ju ly 15, 1940. 
Under the Virginia law details of 
executions are not m ade public, 
but prison officials said the 
25 
year old negro who had spent 630 
days in death row w as led from 
his cell and strapped in the chair 
at approximately 8:35 a. m. 
He 
w as pronounced dead a t approxi­ 
m ately 8:45 a. m. 
The state contended Waller shot 
and killed Davis without provoca­ 
tion. but the defense offered tes­ 
timony a t W aller’s trial in an ef­

“ Such an atmosphere,” he term­ 
ed, “ is naturally injurious to 
British representative negotiating 
great m atters of state upon which 
the larger issues of w ar depend.” 
The prime minister said he “ex­ 
plained to my hosts" that those 
"who wrere voluble in parliament 
in no w ay represent the House of 
Commons ", 
The United States, he said, is 
building this year “ four times as 
much gross tonnage" as the Brit­ 
ish are building “ and will build 
eight to ten times more an 1943".

Here he interjected his state 
ment that “considerable reinforce­ 
ments" have reached or "are ap­ 
proaching" the British defenders 
of Alexandria. 
No Wilful Grudging 
The army in Libya “ so far has

overpowered

driven 
back',’ he admitted, but said “ I 
must make it clear that this is 
not due to any conscious or will­ 
ful grudging 
of men

Part of the Australian 
forces 
were removed 
from

E a st “ to defend their homeland" 
and “ important troops" had to go 
to India and forces intended for 
the Middle E a st had to remain in 
India, he related. 
Churchill said he hoped “ there

In the closing passages of his 
historic reply, just before Com­ 
mons began voting on a motion to 
censure his government for its di­ 
rection of the war, Churchill said:

m ism anagem ent". 
The war, in Churchill's opinion, 
is likely to

He paid tribute to the Russians 
for their “ steady resistance” to 
the Germans and predicted they 
would “surprise Hitler again” .

Ju ly 2— ( A P )— E ggs 
hav e gone into storage a t a lower 
than norm al ra te in recent weeks, 
and trad e sources said today hens 
m ay hav e to step up their record 
output fu rther to supply all the 
eggs this and other United N a­ 
tions want. 
The net in-storage m ov em ent of 
eggs a t four principal m ark e ts in 
the last tw o weeks of June to ta l­ 
ed 144,9 46 cases. 
This com pared 
w ith 207.09 9 last year and a sev 
en 
yea r 
(19 35-’41) 
av erage 
of 
241,788. 
New 
York, 
Boston, 
Philadelphia and Chicago are the 
four m arkets. 
Eggs are stored during the first 
half of the year, when production 
is high, to build a reserv e for la t­ 
er m onths when 
domestic 
con­ 
sum ption 
alone 
exceeds produc­ 
tion. 
F ro m A ugust on more eggs 
are tak en out of storage than put 
in. 
While total storage holdings to ­ 
day are higher than a t the same 
tim e last year, trad e sources said 
a large proportion of these eggs 
were 
owned 
by 
drying 
plants 
hav ing 
lend-lease 
contracts 
to 
supply powdered eggs. 
Such eggs 
are 
not 
av ailable 
to 
domestic 
consumers. 
Situatio n Changed 
H eav y holdings by driers, dairy 
men said, are highly unusual. In 
the past driers, taking their re­ 
quirem ents out of current produc­ 
tion, hav e not found it necessary 
to hold eggs in storage. 
The lend- 
lease dem and for powdered eggs 
has changed this situation. 
T rade sources said it was not
